nights, WLNR 106,3 Lansing and WTAS 102.3 Crete both off midnight during the week 10 p. m. Sunday; 
neither on 24 hours any more, Roger says John Zondlo brought over his Sony 5130 and it ran circles 
around his KT7001 receiver! Several writers reported this should be a good year for skip, with some 
skip noted in the educational part of the FM band in Inte April, and Roger says with all the new FM 
station grants Wyoming is suddenly a good target for FM DX, WDSO *89, 1 Chesterton IN has a good 
signal for a ten-watter; plays easy rock in day, teen rock 3 pm to 6:30, often has baseball games. 
Microphone in studio has distinctive hum because transmitter is in the same room. 

Downstate in Indiana, WBST is having problems getting local zoning approval to build its tower and 
to move to 92.1 with 3 kw. Folks in the neighborhood are concerned about TV reception and esthetics.

FCC-FM June, 1977 

‘The FCC has stayed until further notice the effectiveness of its rules providing for the use of ter- 
rain roughness in predicting FM (and television) field strength contours. The Commission issued an 
indefinite stay, concluding that a further rulemaking would be required—exact reasons for requiring 
a new study are not made clear. The FCC did say that predicted contours will be calculated using the 
new curves, but without regard to terrain roughness.

"In your December column were made comments on the 
fidelity of Australian AM broadcasting. I agree with it that AM fidelity was good (better than USA), 
which I was able to enjoy on a Phillips... Interesting that Australian AMs are to loge fi with the adop- 
tion of 9 kHz European bandwidth. I wonder why they are doing that? (Probably to squeeze in more 
AM stations.) With your contacts you may be able to help me out. With my weakness for European 
radios I recently bought a used German AM-FM-SW portable radio. It needs repair. The FM band i 
weak in audio, SW is weak in RF.

A list sent by the FCC of Canadian FM allocations changes includes four towns for which no appli- 
cations I know of have been filed. Watch for FMdevelopmentato follow on 103.5 in Dalhousie NB, 
105.7 New Caatle NS, 99.3 Amherst NS, and 106.9 Antigonish NS. 

High Fidelity Trade News, June, 1976, reported that the trend In electronics is ever-higher power 
receivers (audio wattage power). And, "In the area of FM tuners, expect to see more frequency syn- 
thesizing FM tuners with extreme tuning accuracy as the cost of phase-lock-loop high frequency ICa 
plunges. The only thing that may slow down this welcome development is a recent rumbling from the 
FCC that they may be considering a reduction of spacing between FM channels (presently 200 kHz) to 
either 150 kHz or 100 kHz to provide more space for allocations of new stations, If that happens, not 
only will the digital read-out tuners be in trouble (they tune in increments of 200 kHz), but many, many stereo 
receivers and tuners will have a difficult time separating more closely-spaced stations. It maybe time to 
write to the FCC again—before any action is taken on this new issue." So there you have it—the hi fi manu- 
facturers don't want to be forced to have to market more selective receivers and tuners.

How to Evaluate and Purchase DX Equipment 


Although soured a bit by the usually poorer DX conditions in winter, the aver- 
age IV/FM DXer looks forward to the improved spring and summer DX season with 
great enthusiasm. And--especially if he has saved a little scratch--the win- 
ter is usually the time for thinking about, or purchasing, a new antenna, amp, 
or receiver. “But without specs for that product, or knowledge of how that 
product compares with others, he may waste his méney on equipment that doesn't 
improve his setup 


To help him decide, the DXer may investigate one or more of five (5) sources: 
(1) other Dxers, (2) local TV sales/service shops or distributors, (3) past 
magazines containing product reviews, (4) electronic warehouse catalogs, and 
(5) manufacturers’ specifications and sales literature. Let's look closely at 
each one of these. 


Other DXers can be a good source of information, especially if they are techni- 
cally oriented or--better yet--have actually compared similar equipment. Even 
if a knowledgeable DXer is asked, but knows little, about a certain product, he 
might point out qualities pertinent to that class of products. For example, he 
might warn of the overload and cross-modulation effects of transistorized pre- 
amps. Or he might warn of the uneven gain and impedance mismatch of loaded 
director type of all-channel yagis. By all means, always ask knowledgeable 
DXers for advice. 


But, since all of us are mildly prejudiced on some subjects (prejudice reall: 
is a belief in your own ideas with little or no knowledge of a given subject), 
advice of others must never be accepted without investigation, I have a good 
friend that has never bought anything but Fords--they were the best in the 
1930s, he claims, so he will buy Fords until the day he dies! And so it goes. 
Weigh the advice from others carefully and, when asked for advice, give it 
honestly. Don't stick up for a product just because you bought it. 


Local TV sales/service shops usually sell products of one or two manufacturers 
only. Since they cannot (or don't care to) test each product side by side to 
determine the best, their products (in their prejudiced opinion) are the best. 
Some shops are exclusive sales outlets for large manufacturers and sell their 


products only. 


However, the local shop should have detailed specifications on its products. 
This might save you the time and effort of writing to the manufacturer. Or, 
the shop can give you a demonstration (but this doesn't help much when buying 
an antenna). Sometimes--but not often--a local shop will sell cheaper than 
the electronic warehouse plus shipping price. Also, if you can try a product 
on a trial basis, fine, but don't hold your breath,’ In larger cities, some 
distributors sell at the discount catalog price, and you save shipping costs. 


Magazines that aoe product reviews depend heavily on advertisements for reve- 
nue. The policy of "don't bite the hand that feeds you" generally prevails. 
A few years ago, I had access to most electronic magazines and was able to form 
opinions on how honest they were in their evaluations. The "cheaper" magazines 
such as Popular Electronics, Electronics Illustrated (now defunct), etc. almost 
never criticized a product. Others criticized more often, but only mildly. 


Magazines that evaluate products only and do not accept advertisements seem im- 
partial. The leader--Consumer Reports--is, in my opinion, an excellent publi- 
cation: well written and edited, and very honest. 


Catalogs from electronic warehouses such as Allied, Lafayette, Radio Shack, 
etc. can be valuable. Prices are usually lower than local prices, and almost 
all name brand manufacturers sell through one or more warehouses. However, a 
DXer that uses these catalogs and the wild claims in them as the only basis 
when choosing equipment will soon be wiser, but poorer. For example, if a 
DXer with limited technical knowledge and $40 to spend for a new VHF antenna 
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uses a certain catalog only, he notes on page 181 that brand "A" all-channel 
yagi at $37.77 claims reception to 100 miles on VHF and UHF and 60 miles for 
Fu. But the brand "B" jewel at $39.95 claims 175 miles VHF, 125 miles FM and 
80 miles UHF. So buy the brand "B" antenna--and lots of luck! One antenna 
claims 325 mile reception on VHF. Anyone with a dab of antenna knowledge is 
aware that this is just BS. Never use mileage claims in catalogs for compari- 
son of antennas. 


Every DXer, however, should obtain catalogs from all popular warehouses for 
price comparison. New catalogs are issued about August of each year; supple- 
ment or sale catalogs are common throughout the year. Usually prices for 
identical equipment are the same or close--but there are exceptions. Select 
the lowest cost with shipping charges considered. 


Policies on sending catalogs vary. Often catalogs will be sent for a year on- 
ly unless an item is purchased within that time. 


A letter to the manufacturer for sales literature and specifications is a must 
before purchasing equipment. Get on the manufacturer's mailing list so that 
you'll be aware of new products. (You may be surprised at the complete line 
or equipment some manufacturers have.) But pamphlets containing bushwa may 
be all you get. Ask politely for complete specifications in addition to, or 
in place of, sales literature. For antennas, ask for the gain, front-to-back 
ratio, and impedance on each channel. Do not accept “hi-gain," “excellent 
match," etc. Often, the actual gain noted on spec sheets is quite less than 
that advertised in their sales literature. 


You'll be surprised how much help you may receive and how frank the company 
may be. While I have been discouraged by the sales blurbs of some antenna 
manufacturers, they have been very cooperative when specific data is requested. 
For example, Finco sent me complete data when I requested info on the Fro-Back 
Screen, an option for the popular double-collateral TV antenna in the 1950's. 
While the screen helped front/back ratio on all channels, it reduced gain on 
channels 2-6, as the data showed and the Finco rep pointed out. He advised 
against this screen because of channel 2 and 5 fringe reception from Chicago 
ere. (He didn't know I was a DXer.) And Winegard was most courteous when 

I returned their low-band yagi and pointed out that element length could not 
possible be correct for that band. This was a “new design," said the Winegard 
rep, and he was most happy to hear an early "field report." (I haven't seen 
this antenna in Winegard's "bag" sincel) Money was refunded. 


One word of caution: Show the manufacturer that you are knowledgeable. Avoid 
questions such as "How far out will I get with this antenna?" And if you do 
have a gripe about construction or instructions after purchase, let the manu- 
facturer know courteously that you don't care to spend good money, for example, 
on an antenna’ that corrodes rapidly or is difficult to assemble. 


In conclusion, seek advice and opinion from DXers, local shops;-magazine re- 
views, but weigh them carefully. Get the best price from local shops and cata- 
logs, and by all means request complete specs. If you cannot interpret these, 
send for them anyway and let others interpret them. All this boils down to 
simply learning as much as you can about a product and shopping around. (When 
shopping locally for those products that may need repairs, such as receivers 
and preamps, check warranty policies and the dealer's reputation.) 


Of course, in addition to the list of five sources just described, the chief 
source should be experience and textbook knowledge. With this, it is easy to 
evaluate some specs or designs and laugh at the ridiculous claims. However, 
most DXers don't have this knowledge at first and possible never acquire it. 
But there's nothing that speeds the interest in a subject than swallowing 
some of these wild claims and buying a "pig in a poke." 


If all this seems like too much bother, lots of luck; just flip a coin and buy 
on that basis, but don't ery when your results are unsatisfactory!

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SCA: Radio the FCC Doesn’t Want You to Own 
By Bruce F. Elving, Ph.D. 


Virtually ignored by the consumer press, by the high fidelity and stereo industry, and by 
FM listeners in general is a medium of communication available free for the taking in almost 
all parts of North America—namely, FM subcarrier broadcasting. First demonstrated by FM's 
inventor, the late Edwin H, Armstrong, in 1953, FM multiplexing of more than one program on 
a single station's carrier was authorized to begin by the Federal Communications Commission 
in 1955. Long since eclipsed in the public eye by another multiplexing development, FMstereo— 
phony, subcarrier FMhas subsequently been the exclusive province of special interest groups, 
and not the public. That such is a wrongful turn of events this article will attempt to demon— 
strate, Illustrative of a patronizingly ignorant attitude toward subcarrier FM is the following 
quote: “. . . This signal, which is used for commercial 'Storecasting' services, has nothing 
to do with home FM reception, and it is filtered out in the adapter circuits, so we shall ignore 
it." (William P, Boyce, Hi-Fi Stereo Handbook [New York: Howard W. Sams Co., 1972], p.124.)

Item: The Federal Communications Commission persuaded Lafayette Radio to discontinue 
marketing an FM receiver that included a circuit designed to receive the "background music" 
subcarriers sent out by many FM stations. Since then, Lafayette has been selling only 
"educational kits" which can be made into SCA adapters. (SCA stands for Subsidiary Commu 
nications Authorization. In Canada, the comparable service is called "SCMO," for Subsidiary 
Communications Multiplex Operations.) 


Item; A basic SCA circuit, which is so simple to build that almost anybody who has ever 
used a soldering iron can build it, is no longer illustrated and distributed with the instructions 
accompanying the Signetics 565-type phase-lock loop. The 565 integrated circuit, which sells 
for about $2.00 at just about any electronics store, is the heart of all modem SCA circuits, 
Possibly, the discontinuance of the printing of this circuit diagram was due to clout from the 
Muzak Corporation, or from one of the larger makers of SCA receivers, such as McMartin 
Industries, Omaha NE. 


Item: Discrete quadraphonic broadcasting, if it is approved by the Federal Communications 
Commission, would displace SCA from its present popular setting of 67 kHz to 95 kHz, accord- 
ing to McMartin literature. This would result in somewhat lesser SCA bandwidth than presently, 
but more significantly , would require the junking or exten sive modification of all SCA receiving 
equipment. This would not be true for stations not electing to jump on the quad bandwagon. 
Even if discrete quad took over to the extent stereo FMhas today, the changeover could take at 
least 14 years to implement, judging by the length of time since FM stereo was introduced until 
stations effectively stopped using the former 41 kHz frequency for SCA. Just as the old 41 kHz 
frequency and FM stereo were incompatible, so would 67 kHz and discrete quad broadcasting, 
thus requiring wider bandwidth receivers to detect SCA, which might make some sets that were 
previously modified for SCA not suitable for the new SCA channel, especially monophonic sets. 
Matrix quad, as now broadcast by many stations, has no effect on SCA, which in itself may 
constitute a very important reason for the FCC not to consider discrete quad, and to rule that 
henceforth all quad broadcasting should be matrix [matrix requires no special FCC approval]. 


Item: The Muzak Corporation is experimenting with a satellite, which could eliminate the 
need for some or all of their SCA stations, If such a changeover were complete, it would be the 
end of "MZ" SCA stations, but not necessarily the end of background music via FM-SCA, for 
other companies, such as Magnetronics, and FM stations on their own, are in the background 
music business, Conceivably, many of the stations losing Muzak as a subcarrier customer 
might gain some other background music supplier, but the prospect does exist that some areas 
of the country which now receive SCA music might one day be without this service. Muzak, 
however, is still actively interested in SCA developments and may always have a stake in SCA 
FM, as company president UmbertoV. Muscio notes in the article, "SCA and 4~Channel Broad- 
casting,” in the publication, 4 Ghannel Scene, April, 1977:

Most of the items listed previously appear bleak from the standpoint of the SCA-equipped 
listener, but they do not portend the end of what I believe to be the most valuable unexploited 
broadcast resource in America. The needs of a growing population to be better informed about, 
specialized matters will dictate more uses of SCA, redounding to the benefit of FM stations and 
the public alike. 1, therefore, look to the day when SCA capability will be incorpomted into 
all FM sets sold in the United States—if not including SCA circuitry, at least an SCA (or “MPX 
out") jack so that an extemal (inboard or outboard) adapter can be added. Inexorably, SCA 
activity will snowball, as enlightened consumers, led by the DXing fraternity and other 
hobbyists, help to popularize SCA listening and SGA-awareness. Eventually, the FCC will be 
persuaded to allow widespread manufacture of SCA-equipped radios, but until this sanction 
comes such radios will have become fairly commonplace, as more and more manufacturers 
choose to defy the FCC's recommendation and exercise their legal right to make and market 
SCA receivers to the public. 


Concems presently deeply involved in SCA, such as Muzak, will quit fighting retailers 
like Lafayette as they, too, realize that the medium of SCA is being artifically held back 
because of public inaccessibility to it. Background music operators will be satisfied to have 
exclusive access to the in-store market, collecting fees from legitimate commercial users, and 
not worrying about private consumers listening in their homes, over portables, or in their 
vehicles—as they have every legal right to do. 


Other groups may not be so easy to placate, however. Organizations like Minnesota 
State Services to the Blind seemingly like SCAto be a “private” channel, because they have no 
restrictions as to the type of material that is broadcast—from religious readings to the raweat 
pornography (that which I taped for my Chicago convention talk was “mild"). They want it that 
way , because they believe the blind should have access to the full spectrum of the printed word, 
without having to be concemed about FCC rules regarding profane and indecent language, as 
they would if SCA were considered “broadcasting™ (which the U. S. FCC does not—unlike 
Canada, which is more apt to consider SGMO as another form of broadcasting), Undoubtedly, 
other users of SCA, such as the Commodity Market Services, might object, especially if they 
derive revenue from the rental of SCA-equipped sets to places like grain elevators, as many 
purveyors of SCA programming do. Some rental income from leased SCA sets might still accrue 
in cases where the customer would require e special crystal-controlled receiver, for use in 
difficult receiving locations, or for use by handicapped individuals who would have difficulty 
operating ordinary, tunable sets. However, it is my contention that any loss of revenue from 
not being able to rent out sets would be offset by a greater good to the greater number—in 
effectively opening new channels of broadcasting, commercial, ethnic, religious, and instruc- 
tional—to the multitudes. Undoubtedly, the restricted nature of the programming will still 
dictate that the target audience will-be the principal listening audience. Others may have 
some curiosity about hearing farm reports, the daily papers read to them, etc., but this will 
be a transitory interest, far eclipsed by the tunings-in by those to whom such broadcasts are 
intended. Especially is this so when one considers the multiplicity of audio and video program 
sources available to the average listener in any metropolitan area in the United States, and to 
a lesser extent in Canada. 


It is not illegal to own an SCAreceiver, although there are some things you cannot do with 
one. You cannot use it in your business establishment to play the same programming available 
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locally fora charge. Probably you could pipe in a "DX" SCA music service, especially if it is 
supplied by a company different from that which is available locally, although this possibility 
has not been tested in the courts. In Wisconsin, background music is on the air many hours a 
day over the state educational radio network, so conceivably a business could use this source 
if it wished to, However, at times talk programs interrupt this music flow, and it was with one 
of these talk series that I got into some trouble. [taped a program about "broadcast ascertain- 
ment" and attempted to sell copies of the tape to local radio stations. One manager became 
suspicious of my motives, and asked if had permission from the University which supplied 
the program to distribute it. After then writing and trying to obtain such permission, I found 
the university had no copyright clearance to allow third parties to distribute their lectures, If 
you want to be enterprising in your distribution of SCA programs, it's best to check in advance 
for any necessary permission or clearance. 


As noted previously, I do not look forward to an approval of discrete quad by the FCC. 
There are concems in high fidelity, such as writer Harry Maynard and 4 Channel Scene, which 
are opposed to discrete quad, contending that the matrix product is good enough, since matrix 
results in no deterioration of an FM station's signal range, while discrete quad does. There- 
fore, I expect 67 kHz to be the mainstay SCA frequency for the foreseeable future. 


Even more significant to the SCA listener is the recent growth in services related to broad- 
casting, now carried on SCA. These include the Physician's Radio Network in several cities, 
with doctors supplied with SCA receivers. The revenue here, however, is basically from the 
sale of advertising to doctors. Yes, Virginia, there are commercials on SCA! In Chicago, 
New York and Los Angeles, stations are known with ethnic (foreign-language talkingand music) 
programs on their SCAs. Most likely, these services are financed through the sale of adver- 
tising rather than from rental of receivers. In Midland MI, WUGN 99.7 sends out a separate 
SCA religious service from that offered on its main channel, doubling its program appeal to 
individuals and groups that it normally serves. Obviously, for all these latter services, the 
ready availability of SCA>equipped radio receivers would be a great benefit. Think of the busy 
doctor being able to listen to the PRN in his car, if only an SCA-equipped car radio existed! 
This idea has been proposed, but apparently manufacturers have heeded wamings from Muzak 
not to make such recievers available, because if a set could tune in the local PRN station, it 
could also bring in the Muzak outlet. But, as I pointed out, there is no conflict between 
mobile listening and loss of revenue to a background music operator, even if Muzak doesn't 
pull stakes from SCA entirely. And the foreign-language purveyors of SCA programming would 
benefit from an expanded access to their outpourings. 


Just what can be programmed on SCA? The FCC niles are very general on this point. In 
73.293, “Subsidiary Communications Authorizations ," the FCC says: 


(A) AFM broadcast licensee or permittee may apply for 2 Subsidiary Communications Authorization (SCA) to provide 
Vinited types of subsidiary services on a multiplex basis. Persissible uses aust fall within one or both of the follosing 
categories: 

(1) Transmission of prograns which are of a broadcast nature, but which are of interest primarily to limited segnents 
of the public wishing to subscribe thereto. IIlustrative services include: background ausic; storecasting; detailed 
eather forecasting; special tie signals; and other saterial of 2 broadcast nature expressly designed and intended for 
business, professional, educational, religious, trade, labor, agricultural or other groups engaged in any lauful activity. 

(2) Transmission of signals ahich are directly related to the operation of Fl broadcast stations; for exanple: 
relaying of broadcast aaterial to other Fil and standard broadcast stations; reaote cuing and order circuits; rencte contral 
telenetering functions associated with authorized STL [studio transaltter link] operation, and sisilar uses, 


Obviously, most of the examples I have mentioned have fallen into group (1), programs of 
@ broadcast nature with specific appeal. There are so many services that SCA can provide that 
one's imagination is virtually the only limit as to what can be done with this medium, It's a 
pity, therefare, that many stations with SCA either do not make use of their SCA authorization, 
or merely use it for remote meter reading and telemetry, falling under category (2). In addi- 
tion to telemetry, these stations could use their SCA generators for creative and lucrative pro- 
gramming. Also in the second group are stations that engage in "program relay." I have never 
been satisfied with that general term, which the FCC uses, but try to find out what programs 
specifically the stations will be relaying—ABC networks, NBC radio, Mutual, or occasional 
live sportscasts. Some stations use SCA only as an emergency STL back-up, relaying the 
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programs of an affiliated AM station from its studio to the AM transmitter when something like 
a storm knocks out the regular microwave or telephone line. Otherwise, their SCA channels 
are blank. If SCA receivers got into the hands of the general public it could create some 
problems for companies like ABC, for everybody then could hear their “closed circuits" and 
other materials sent over the network but not intended for broadcasting. Stations, too, might 
be concerned, lest the public find being able to tune in the pure network more interesting than 
listening to their local programming. However, I feel that any fragmentation of the audience 
that might result would be minor, especially when compared to the other attractions that are 
available via the electromagnetic media, and that the basic viability of the American bread- 
casting structure would not be undermined. s 


Third parties can get into the SCA act. If you would like to get into the broadcasting 
business, but do not have the funds to buy out an existing station or start a new station, 
consider approaching the manager of a local station not presently using its SCA with ideas as 
to how you could provide a lucrative and meritorious service in exchange for a nominal monthly 
rental to the FM station. Specific SCA services have to be listed with the Commission, and if 
a station wishes to change its service from, say, background music to ABC network program 
relay, it has to get FCC approval. To me, this seems inconsistent, because the FCC does not 
require advance approval when a station changes the nature of its main-channel programming, 
which is broadcasting, but does for changes in SCA programming, which the FCC doesnot 
consider to be "broadcasting." As such, you'd expect the FCC to be less restrictive in ad- 
ministering SCAs, but it is not in this instance. SCA operators, however, are free of such 
tules as the faimess doctrine and equal time requirement and, obviously, the profanity taboos. 


To the DXer, SCA listening is interesting in itself, and integral to FM. Knowing what a 
given station on a given channel has on its subcarrier can help distinguish that station from 
another station, which either lacks an SCA, or has different material on its subcarrier. If you 
are like me and you've heard all the stations in your area, a new area of discovery awaits you 
when you first tune in SCA-FM. Not only are the programs different, but the reception charac- 
teristics differ. You'll find SCA DK more difficult than main-channel DX, and you'll find some 
stations run their SCA carriers at odd hours, resembling the problems of DXing main-channel 
FM some 20 years ago, when even major market stations were often on the air very short 
schedules, such as 3 to 9 p. m, daily; or like DXing ten-watt educational stations today, when. 
many such stations operate limited hours during the school year or not at all during vacations. 
Even trying to find out information from SCA stations can be far from routine. Not everybody 
employed at the stations even knows thatan SCA exists and what it is used for—and if they know 
they may be paranoid about it and not tell you. I am sure some stations have failed to verify 
a reception report or to order an FM Atlas from me when I have pressed them for specific 
information about their SCAs, 


Being able to tune in SCA at home, ona portable, or on a car Tadio, is the absolute ulti- 
mate in elitism in radio listening, I maintain. You are in a class unlike 99.99% of your 
neighbors, because SCA receivers are that difficult to come by, or to connect and operate 
properly. Yet, once installed, the reception and even the fidelity are amazingly good— 
probably better than you'd expect, even when using a cheap adapter. SCA's audio channel can 
give a response up to 7,000 Hz, which is better than what most AM radio stations send out, 
and within its primary service area is entirely static-free, as is FM itself. Should Dolby- 
type noise-processing techniques be applied to SCA, chances are its performance would be 
improved even more. Considering that SCA is sent out with only 10 percent of the energy that 
the main station's FM carrier uses, reception of SCA under most conditions is surprisingly good 
and uncritical, especially when an SCA adapter is used with the proper receiver or radio. 


My next article will concern the various SCA adapters and receivers on the market, and 
their installation in a home receiver, in a portable, and in a car radio.

The new UHF system works great. The Finco P-7 seems to be slightly better than the 
Jerrold JUP-4; however, the JUP~4 is probably an underrated antenna. I had to think about 
it a while before I gave the edge to the P-7. The big difference is the CMA-Ub. Before 
I installed the preamp, I would get an occasional glimpse of WPNE-38 Green Bay, at 255mi., 
and thag was the best I could do. But with the CMA-Ub, I'm now out to about 300 miles 
during normal reception conditions. (We'll have to wait & see if that's year-round ..de) 
With just the slightest bit of help from conditions, weak signals start fading in and out 
in the 350mi. range. Unfortunately, with the exception of some early morning stuff on 
the 28th, that's about all I've seen; normal or slightly better than normal conditions. 
The weather has warmed up, stationary fronts have settled over the area, fog has set in 
for a few days at a time, and still no decent tropo openings. Another equipment note: 
Since this is the first time I've used 75-ohm transmission line on UHF, I did some ex- 
perimenting with different baluns. My CMA-Ub has a 300-ohm input, so the only balun in 
the system is at the set. I tried a Jerrold, Winegard, and Radio Shack balun. The Radio 
Shack balun clearly allowed more UHF signal to pass through than the other two. The Jer- 
rold appeared to have the most loss on UHF. Some years ago, I tried the same thing on lo~ 
band using just a Jerrold & Radio Shack balun, and discovered exactly the opposite. On 
weak lo-band signals, I had better results with the Jerrold balun. Speaking of lo~band; 
after having more than a month to evaluate my new Winegard K-10-26 yagi, I'd say there's 
no noticable difference between it and the Jerrold I had been using. If DXers in the 
Southern part of the country would like to send me some of their tropo, I'll take it! 
Meanwhile, here's wishing ‘hot clouds’ to all as the Es season begins again. Buck

than anything else, ducting requires an awareness of what its causes are, and 
when to look for it--and in what direction to look for it. Remember: 


(1) Your local and fringe signals are not reliable indicators; 

(2) It happens fast, and may not last very long; 

(3) You will get it from just one direction, and along a very narrow path (you 
might get two separate ducts at once working for you, but that is rare), 
If you happen to be in the middle, you may get it from two directions, 180 
degrees apart going both ways along the front; 

(4) There is no best time of day--it all depends on when the weather front 
moves through your area; 

(5) Signals are best at the highest frequency carried by the duct. This means 
usually UHF is best, FM is good (because of much better receiver sensitiv- 
ity than VHF-TV) and high band VHF is worst. Low band VHF is rare and is 
seldom good; : 

(6) Anyone east of the Rockies can participate!
